He seemed a sure winner with a clear 
lead at the sixteenth pole. He had been luckily placed and unimpeded throughout. Salabar 
here showed a fine burst of speed and finished gamely, but swerved badly with Archduke in 
the last sixteenth. Both forced The Huguenot to pull up. From the sixteenth the race narrowed 
down to a fight for the place and The Huguenot got the worst of it. The Huguenot seemed able 
to win on the stretch turn, but was nearly thrown over the fence by the mishap. The Huguenot 
should have been second with a straight run. Howland was a fast horse and prominent to the 
stretch. He was eased and could have been much closer up at the fiuish. Demagogue finished 
like a lion the last quarter, after being outrun the first part. Mary Black was badly crossed on 
the stretch turn and finished strong. She ran a good race. Aurum came strong last quarter, 
after beiug nearly out of the race.
